ing and obtaining happiness and satety. 

All political power is inherent in 
the people, Government is instituted for 
their equal protection and benefit, and thes 
have the right to alter, reform, or abolish the 
sume, Whenever they may deem it necessary ;

See. 19 Private property shall ever be 
held inviolate, but subservient to the public 
welfare.

No Senator or Representative 
shall, during the term for which he shall 
have been elected, or for one year thereafter, 
be appointed to any civil office under this 
State, which shall be created or the emolu- 
ments of which, shall have been increased, 
during the term, for which he shall have 
been elected. 

Src. 20. The General Assembly, in cases 
not provided for in this constitution, shall fix 
the term of otiice and the compensation of 
all officers; but no ehange therein shall af- 
fect the salary of any oflicer during his exist- 
iny term, unless the office be abolished. 

See. 21. The General Assembly shail de- 
termine, by law, before what authority, and 
in what manner, the trial of contested elec- 
tions shall be conducted. 

Src. 22. No money shall be drawn from 
the treasury, except in pursuance of a spe- 
cifie appropriation, made by law; and no 
appropriation shall be made for a longer pe- 
riod than two years. : 
23. The House of Representatives 
shall have the sole power of impeachment, 
hut a majority of the members elected must 
concur therein, Impeachments shall be tri- 
ed by the Senate; and the Senators, when 
sitting fur that purpose, shall be upon oath 
or aflirmation to do justice according to law 
and evidenee.

Editor's Resignation.

Dear Frienps: At your meeting held March !

* Liberator,” the “ Pennsylvania Freeman,” 
the * Anti-Slavery Bugle,” and the “ Liberty 
Party Paper,” aud we found the committee 
in need of much light as to) the leading in- 
strumentalities in the United States, 

Mr. May gave a history of the separation 
of the American Auti-Slavery Society io 
i 1840, whieh was hstened to with attention 
by the Comittee, and doubtiess be did 
muehto remeve the unfavorable impressions 
entertained by the members of the Commit 
tee towards that Society. 

The meeting of the Committee was closed 
by prayer, as is usual in meetings for plilin- 
thropic purposes among the British people.
